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OPEN LETTER 


* To Mayor Shelley, Supervisors Francois, Beeman , Et Al: 


Gentlemen: 


In the coming months you will be campaigning for re- 
election or election as candidates for City offices. But before 
the campaign begins, with its promises and hints of group 
support in exchange for votes, let us take a REAL stand on 
an issue that concerns many citizens of San Francisco. That 
is, the health and welfare and living conditions of the resi- 
dents of the temporary public housing in Hunters Point 
and elsewhere. 


Time and time again the Hunters Point Tenants’ Union 
has asked for your unequivocal support on anissue that is very 
clear and honest. 


The Malcolm X Memorial Committee, a state-wide 
organization composed mostly of people from Los Angeles 
and San Francisco held the first state-wide memorial con- 
ference for the late Malcolm X, 

The conference held at the Bayview Community Center 
was here for three days, Feb. 21st through the 24th. 

After petitioning Bay Area school boards to declare 
Feb. 21st a national holiday (that date being the date the 
late Malcolm X was slain) the committee requested that 
no black children attend school that day. There was little 
success in either venture, the school boards ignored the 
petition, and schools with predominantly black student bodies 
reported attendance was normal, 

The conference had its greatest attendance Tuesday 
night following a local television news release on the arrival 
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Democracy Dead? 


Led by the self-righteous preachings of a Goldwater 
Republican and close on the heels of a national hysteria 
of rightwing pressures, the U.S, House of Representatives 
denied the citizens of Harlem their representation by ousting 
Adam Clayton Powell for alleged offenses many of their 
own collegues also committed, = 


The majority was composed largely of right-wing Re- 
publicans, southern Democrats and others not strong enough 
to take«the initimidation of various conservatives. For 
instance, for months such organizations as the Birchers 
have engaged in a letter writing campaign (their members 
are often told to send duplicate letters to the same Con- 
gressmen) for that express purpose.’ 


Various authorities, including both Republicans and Dem- 


aera? have openly stated that they believed the action was

of Betty Shabazz, the wife of Malcolm X. She arrived at the 
S.F, International airport early Tuesday afternoon to speak 
for the conference. There to greet her were an estimated 
fourteen young men armed with rifles and pistols. The young 
men were reported to be members of the Black Panther 
Party by the local news media. Their purpose was to act 
as body guards for Betty Shabazz. 5 

For the few minutes the young men were at the air- 
port things seemed to be in chaotic state. An airport official 
immediately called the police department of San Mateo County 
as passengers at the airport went into a frenzy. On arrival, 
the sheriff found that he could make no arrest, because the 
young men were within the law. 

It seems that the law allows citizens to carry pistols 
as long as they are not concealed, and rifles may be carried 


liard voted against the ouster, 

Added to the fact that only a minority of Congressmen 
voted against the ouster merely on Constitutional principals 
(a rarity) and not on ideological reasons, the trend can be 
seen, as a move to the right. As has been said elsewhere, it 
is unfortunate some were frightened by what their cons- 
tituents might do, therefore they denied Powell’s constituents 
an equal voice in Congress, It is here also that the specific 
facts of the Powell case have not been split from other 
matters, That is, such more obvious problems as discrim- 
ination (which many really voted for,) Besides rightwing 
racism, there is the vacillation of most liberals, the issues 
of Black Power, Vietnam, and so on, 

All this can be seen as an indication of the direction Con- 
gress is moving. And their ethical judgement leaves much 
to be desired, For instance, for a Congressman to condemn 
another for his social habits while this same individual freely 
supports racism inhis own state is something less than Amer- 


The tenant union asked you where you stood, onlya ~ 
minority, a very small minority, would even give a direct 
answer. But that is just not enough! : 

The time has come to take a public stand, One in which 
there is NO EQUIVOCATION, and we have already heard. 
plenty of that, but in which you give.a yes or no to decent —

Later that evening the men with the arms appeared at 
the conference being held at the Bayview Community Center 
and filed themselves around Betty Shabazz. After she was 
seated the men stationed themselves on the main floor and 
on the balcony. 

There were about 200 people present at the first meeting 
on Tuesday, by Wednesday and Thursday the participation 
had dwindled to only a few people. On Friday when a couple 
of well-known black leaders were scheduled to speak such, 
as Ron Karenga, and H. A. Jamal the attendance did increase 
somewhat, but still there were not more than 200 people 
present. By 11:30 p.m. the conference was closing, and 
there was an after party scheduled at the Center, about 
300 people attended this. 


Hunters Point Survey? 


NO LOW-COST 
HOUSING? 


According to a recent survey in the Hunters Point 
housing project, Ridge Point, temporary housing, several 
disturbing conclusions seem to be inferred. 

Justin Herman, Redevelopment Executive Director, made 
one very startling conclusion, which was somewhat backed 
up by alleged inferences. He concluded, according to reports, 
that NO PROVISION CAN BE MADE FOR LOW-COST HOUSING, 

The report, long delayed, has not been too well received 
in some nitty-gritty circles. 

According to Hunters Point Tenants’ Union Chairman, 
George Earl, ‘‘the whole thing is just a sham.” 
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NEWS SKETCH 


FRESNO—A resolution calling for the immediate seating 
of Representative Adam Clayton Powell has been made by 
the directors of the California Democratic Council. The 
action ‘‘of certain members of the California congressional 
delegation, who voted to deny Congressman Powell his seat’’ 
was labeled as ‘‘deplorable’’. The directors further stated 
that ‘‘there is reason to believe one of the major reasons 
for disciplinary action (against Powell) is related to his 
militant leadership of civil rights activities.’ 


SAN FRANCISCO—Two seminary students were roughed 
up by a military color guard during services last Sunday 
in Grace Cathedral.: When troops carrying a flag prepared to 
march into the sanctuary, the two students and their wives 
sat down in.a show of protest against the military. One was 
hit on the back of the head by a rifle butt and knocked over 
and a group of custodians grabbed the other by the legs and 
dragged him aside. As the troops went by they also kicked 
the wives, a reporter alleges, 


SAN FRANCISCO—Pickets at a line at the Purity Store 
at 23rd & Valencia were attacked and beaten by members 
of the Teamsters’ Union who were later arrested. The 
attack was denounced by Cesar. Chavez, national director 
of the United Farm Workers Organizing Committee: “We 
deplore this malicious attack on peaceful picket lines, this 
is the latest in a continuing series of strong-arm tactics 
used against farm workers and union organizers by the 
Teamsters’ Union.’? The picketing was part of a boycott 
of wines produced by Perelli-Minetti, against which the 
farm union has been on strike. 


WASHINGTON—Although Negro enlisted men make up 11 per- 
cent of the fighting force in Vietnam they account for 17.8 
percent of the over-all combat deaths over the last year, 
_ statistics report. That is, Negroes are being killed ata 
rate of 60 per cent higher than their proportion of service- 
men in Vietnam. Although Negroes comprise 10 per cent of 
the total U.S, population, their proportion in Vietnam is 
higher also. The high ratio of deaths and Negroes serving 
has long been a source of controversy, even raising the 
question of racial discrimination. Representative Powell once 
described a Negro soldier in Vietnam as ‘‘cannon fodder.” 


WAYNE, N.J.--A bittel school board election inflamed 
with anti-sematic campaigning resulted in the defeat of two 
Jewish candidates for the township Board of Education. 
Board Vice President Newton Miller had publicly urged 
the defeat of both the Jewish candidates, ‘‘because most 
Jews are liberals, especially when it comes to spending 
for education...and we could lose what is left of Christ in 
our Christmas celebrations in our school.’”’ Police used 
tracing devices to catch anonymous phone callers who have 
shouted threats and insults at the two Jewish candidates. 


ATLANTIC CITY, N.J.—Berkeley School Superintendent, 
Niel Sullivan, exposed a number of myths aimed at educators 
who attempt to improve racial balance. Before the American 
Association of School Administrators, Sullivan listed those 
myths which he felt needed debunking. The lie that education 
of Caucasian students will suffer because of desegregation. 
“This did not happen in Berkeley and research agrees with 
our experience.’’ Gains have been made on both sides. Then 
the lie that Caucasians will be subjected to increased violence 
at the hands of minority youth. ‘‘Records show that it has 
been the Negro who has been on the receiving end of the 
violence more than the Caucasian,’’ The lie that school 
desegregation will be followed by a mass exodus of Cauca- 
sians. ‘‘Berkeley’s experience contradicts this.”” Andfinally, 
“De-facto segregated schools symbolize the residential 
rejection involved in restricting a group to certain neighbor- 
hoods. This is true even if educators are not involved in 
residential discrimination.”’ 


SAN FRANCISCO—Public Health has announced another 
decrease in the white population in San Francisco, 33,003 
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since 1960. As of the first of year: total population, 740,200, , 


of which 571,400 were white and 168,800 non-white. Negroes 


make up the largest group, 93,400. Chinese second with 


42,900. 


SAN FRANCISCO—The San Francisco Catholic Interracial 
Council has expressed ‘‘shock and concern’ over the bias 
stand of the Olympic Club. A spokesman said the group 
‘tis appalled at the failure of the directors of the club--men 
who for the most part are admittedly Christian ... to recog- 
nize the moral issue so clearly evident in this situation.” 
In other moves the Interracial Council gave its support to 
the Hunters Point Tenants’ Union in their rent strike against 
the San Francisco Housing Authority over conditions in ' 
public housing. 
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SAN FRANCISCO—Martin Luther King has termed this mom- 
ent as America’s “midnight--a darkness characterized by 

social, psychological and moral decay. In a sermon given 
here he outlined his ‘‘midnight’? as: ‘When we have a 
million children dead in the Vietnam war, when we have 
people burned at random and trampled at will ... when, 
104 years after the Emancipation Proclamation, 50% of 
American Negro families still live below the poverty level ... 
the ethic is to get by, to folow the 11th Commandment, 
‘Thou shalt not get caught’ ... when the state slogan of Ala- 
bama and Mississippi could be phrased as ‘Burn the church 
of your choice’ ...’? His answer to these social and racial 
problems, he said, is in ‘the bread of love.’’ ‘‘Imay have 
to boycott your stores and block up your expressways with 
protest .demonstrations, but that’s not because I hate you. 
It’s because I love you and want you to be better.” 


DEL RAY, FRESNO COUNTY—Directors of the California 
Center for Community Development attacked Congressman 
Sisk, of Fresno, for the phasing out of their anti-poverty 
program of rural community leader training. The CCCD 
states that the congressman opposes their aim to raise the 
wages of farm workers. Sisk was described as the “big 
growers tool.”’ 


Burton Bills 
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KODAK UNDER FIRE 


A Negro organization, 
FIGHT (Freedom-Integration- 
God-Honor-Today) which was 
organized two years ago with 
the assistance of Saul Alin- 
sky organizers now finds itself 
in a struggle with Kodak of 
Rochester, 

Rochester, a ‘company town’ 
almost entirely run by the 
photo firm, had been the scene 
earlier of Negro revolts 
against the high degree of un- 
employment and discrimina- 
tion. 

The fight is to get Kodak 
to honor an agreement they 
signed in December to hire 
and train 600 hard core un- 
employed people. 

Kodak’s President Eilers 
when asked to comment on 
how many Negroes were em- 
ployed at Kodak said: ‘‘I don’t 
want to give that figure at 
the moment. It’s upsetting 
sometimes to the other race.’’ 
(NY Times, Dec. 24) And lat- 
er on in reference to Kodak’s 
special training program 
which benefits only 18 or so 
Negroes annually, Eilers.said: 


“These special programs 


should be the white hope for 
the poor of Rochester.’”? (New 
Republic, Jan. 21st). 

Herbert Hill, of the NAACP, 
has charged: ‘*Kodak has 
clearly violated anti-discrim- 
inations regulations, although 
it holds millions in contracts,” 
and their training now only 
‘‘represents the triumph of 
tokenism in race relations 
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and has provided the public-@® 
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relations umbrella for som 
of the. worst corporate dis- 
criminators in. American 
life.’ (NY Times, Jan. 11). 
Kodak: is said to run the 
town like a southern planta- 
tion. Rochester has been 
termed by many to be worse 
than many southern commun- 
ities. Kodak has also been 
accused of controlling the 
Press, the Universities, the 
Hospitals, the Community 
Chest, and so on. 
Negotiations are now being 
conducted between KODAK and 
FIGHT. Earlier this month 
a national demonstration was 
conducted against KODAK, 


Racist Club Keeps 
Status 


The ‘‘whites only’? restriction stands as a result of a 
recent unanimous vote by the board of directors of the Olympic 


Club in San Francisco. 


The club had been the target of several Roman Catholic 


priests and local civil rights groups for their restriction 


The excuse given by the club secre- 
tary for retention of the racist attitude of the club was that 


TENANTS — 


Assemblyman John Burton has introduced two measures 
to protect tenants in strike at slumlords. 

The first measure would prohibit a landlord from 
terminating or failing to renew a lease solely on the ground 
that the tenant has complained to a governmental agency 
about bona fide code violations. Some people, Burton points 
out, are afraid to complain about code violations because 
then the landlord will make them move out of the apartment. 
Many of these people have meager incomes and cannot afford 
such a move. ‘‘Nevertheless, as citizens they should have 
the right to a safe and sanitary apartment because they are 
paying rent.’ 

The second measure makes it a misdemeanor for owners 
of dwellings to fail to keep the dwelling in good repair. It 
calls for the maintaining of roofs so as not to leak. It also 

_ authorizes the governing body to correct or cause to be 
corrected any violation. If the owner does not reside in the 
dwelling: and fails to correct the violation within 90 days 
after the determination of guilt, the government may-have 
the situation corrected and then prepare the billing and put 
the cost as a lien on the property of the slumlord.

“only 40 of 3850 members opposed with a petition’’ the re- 
striction. “With such a small number of members opposed, 
it wouldn’t be worth the time or money to hold a special 
election to feel how the rest of the active membership feels 
about a change.’’ 

The controversy became very public when certain political 
factions took a stand against the bias while alleging that their 
opponents backed the ‘‘whites only” restriction. To most 
observers such was seen as merely a political expedience 


void of any sincere intent.

SNCC Activities 


SNCC is actively building--in the rural south and urban . 


ghettos north and south--organizing black people so they can 
be strong enough to be able to determine under what con- 
ditions they will live. 
IN SUNFLOWER COUNTY, MISS,, SNCC workers kept the 
Headstart schools going on a volunteer basis until OEO 
(under nationwide pressure) finally renewed funds. Local 
people refused to give up the best educational program they 
had ever had and assumed full responsibility for it for 
months--without a cent of federal money. The people in this 
rural black belt KOed Eastland’s machinations to end Head- 
start in Mississippi. They applied the lessons they had 
learned in SNCC’s freedom schools and community centers 
and won. 


IN JEFFERSON COUNTY, ARK., four black men were 
elected to the ASCS Committee, the first time in Arkansas 
history that one of these agricultural controlling bodies has 
more black members than white. 


IN LOWNDES COUNTY, ALA., the Freedom Party won 
enough votes last November to be established as a bona fide 
political party in Wallace’s state. Its aim is political control 
over the county in the next two years. To build up economic 
supports--essential for its success--the party is buying up 
land and building houses for people evicted for having voted 
the Freedom Party ticket. Coops and other economic pro- 
grams are also taking shape to give jobs to people fired for 
their work in the movement. 


IN ST, PETERSBURG, FLA., SNCC is supporting the organ- 
ization of a freedom movement which has had initial success 
breaking down discrimination in a chain liquor store and 
winning a strike of local garbage collectors, 99% black. 


IN ROANOKE RAPIDS, N.C., SNCC started off with a picket 
line around a KKK rally. Black people also demonstrated 
against the local school system. Arrests were made in 
both demonstrations. People. have been boycotting white busi- 
nesses in defense of those arrested. Out of the boycott 
ame the idea to start supermarkets in the black community. 
NCC’s aim here is to reach into all of Halifax County, 
55% black, now run as the personal property of one family, 


IN TENNESSEE, SNCC is initiating a training program to 
organize poor whites, for eventual coalition with poor blacks, 


IN WEST POINT, MISS., SNCC field workers are con- 
centrating on several cooperatives the local people have 
developed. A garment factory, a woodcraft shop, a candle 
Coop and an insurance company are now operating. The 
insurance company provides unemployment compensation for 
black workers laid off or fired from their jobs because of 
activity in the movement, It also provides free legal service 
to fight discrimination on the job. The SNCC office recently 
opened the ‘‘Ebony Lounge’’--the first attractive tavern in 
this black community. 


SNCC IS FIGHTING police harrassments in Chicago and 
Philadelphia, where the offices were raided; in Atlanta, where 
SNCC staff were arrested for ‘‘causing the riots’? in Sep- 
tember; and in Selma, where SNCC workers were arrested 
for ‘‘inciting to riot’’.

Is Rights Movement Lost? 


In a New York Times article, correspondent Gene Rob- 
erts in Jackson, Mississippi, reports that the civil_rights 
movement ‘“‘has collapsed in broad areas of the South, and 
is fighting what seems to be a last-ditch battle for survival 
in its few remaining spheres of influence.” 


His analysis is based on the decline of civil rights 
activity in Mississippi, Alabama and Georgia where ‘‘as 
recently as six months ago were focal points of civil rights 
activity.” 


The decline credited to the ‘‘sharp decline” in civil 
rights contributions, the movement of volunteers into the 
anti-poverty programs, Vietnam protests, and withdrawal 
of activities to other areas, 

As compared to over 300 civil rights workers a year 
ago, rights organizations can only report a total of 65 or- 
ganizers actively working in the region ‘‘and most of these 
cannot afford a permanent office or telephone.’’ But one good 
outcome is that in the South’s large cities,and in some of 
the rural counties, Negroes are replacing them. 


Whether local replacement for withdrawn civil rights or- 
ganizers and the absence of demonstrations and other activity 
is effective is as yet very doubtful. Roberts quotes those who 


_ agree that the movement has sharply diminished yet point 


to the number of independent activities being generated by 
local Negroes. 


The decline is reported as beginning after the Selma 
marches in 1965 and culminating with the Black Power 
movement in the summer of 1966, And another important 
factor seems to be the “internal conflict in SNCC and CORE, 
which have been torn over the question of whether whites 
should have a role in the civil rights movement,”

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Racial Imbalance 


The U.S, Civil Rights Commission is calling for a 
federal law to simplify legal standards as an effective 
way to end racial imbalance by making it unlawful for any 
school to have more than a certain percentage of Negro 
students. 

In the commission’s report on “Racial Isolation in the 
Public Schools,’ they stated that ‘‘nearly 9 out of 10 Negro 
elementary students in the cities attend majority-Negro 
schools.” ; 

‘‘Negro children who attend predominantly Negroschools ~ 
do not achieve as well as other children, Negro and white. 
Their aspirations are more restricted than those of other 
children and they do not have as much confidence that they 
can influence their own futures.” 

Corrective action would be left to local authorities, 
the commission pointed out. But, in some cases, the only 
practical solution, they said, would be to close or tear down 
schools in all-Negro neighborhoods. In some cases busing 
programs or educational parks might be utilized.

The Malcolm X Memorial one of the recent group of' 
black conferences that have been held for the grass roots . 
element of the black community turned out without the support 
of the grass roots element, 


This particular conference was free, yet there was little 
participation by the grass roots, The recent conference 
held at the Russian center in the Western Addition was 

' termed by many as being too middle class, first because there 
was a $5 registration fee, and second because most of the 
Speakers on the program were middle class or politicians. 


This conference featured no middle class speakers, 
but instead scheduled grass roots speakers like Ron Karenga, 
H,A, Jamal, and Betty Shabazz (Wife of the late Malcolm X), 
The program for the three days was scheduled to consider 
politics, education, housing and business, The idea was to 
cover those areas that need improvement in the black 
communities, Notwithstanding the program few of the blacks 
from the Hunters Point area turned out. 


Ultimately it seems the program turned out tobe another 
gripe session, Though many racial problems were discussed 
it seems that no one offered any solution on how the blacks 
might come out of oppression, When coming to this confer- 
ence I was hopeful that this program would give us some 
solutions to some of the problems that we are now plagued 

with, but I was left disappointed, 


Maybe in the future such conferences will begin to offer 
some remedies to the probléms the grass roots people have, 
‘rather than merely verbalizing the problems, When that hap- 
pens then maybe the grass root people will give more support 
to such conferences that are supposed to be held for them, 


It’s About Time 


Yes, ‘its about time’ that someone organized a ‘‘militant’? 
group to look into and review the activities of the Youth 
Guidance Center and the general handling of juveniles. 


The initial meeting held recently at the Bayview Com- 

munity Center of the Citizens for Juvenile Justice appears 

_ to be a good start in this direction, Mrs. Tevis Jacobs and 

attorney Ralph Boches, are co-chairmen of the San Francisco 
citizens group. 


Their hope is to take legal action which would among 
other things, ‘‘do away with all juvenile halls in California,’ 
in what they termed as the ‘‘warehousing of children,’’ And 
among their other demands are homemaker services and 
subsidized foster homes where the parents are ‘‘professional?’ 
foster parents. The group therefore is more interested 
in working to have the children handled in families versus 
the institutions, except for needed medical care, 


We hope that this group will get at the complete lack 
of civil rights for juveniles as well as the alleged discrim- 
ination that has been mentioned so many times in the past, 
Attorney John A, Dearman, another member of the citizens 
group told the group that ‘‘there is no bail for juveniles 
and most of those retained are Negroes,?? 


Nor are we satisfied with the way in which either the 
so-called .authorities have attempted to answer the alleged 
charges. Possibly a citizens’ review board with definite 
remedial powers ought to also be set up. The fact that a 
member of the judiciary plays quite a definite role in the 
administration also seems to be some area of technical 
conflict, this should be looked into, 


Another area which strikes us as questionable is the 
determination for detaining youth. Especially intermsof psy- 
chiatric and psychological study. By-in-large neither the youth 
or parents have any civil rights in such cases. And, in light 
of the possible reviews concerning detention and committ- 
ment of persons on psychiatric grounds for adults, the same 
problem exists for children and should be looked into for 
them also; even if only as detainment for ‘study’? which can 
and does cover a multitude of sins on the part of those in 
authority,

There is a problem that I 
would like to share with you 
today.

munity, which are controlled 
from outside of the black com- 
munity, be disrupted and 
smashed, The problem of how 
we disrupt and smash these 
structures, controlled by the 
white power structure, is dif- 
ficult. It is difficult, because 
black people have never moved

Alberta Adams in her column, ‘‘The Cool Spectator,’? 
in the January 28 SPOKESMAN gave her impression of the 
Conference on New Careers on January 19-20. We hope you 
will permit us this opportunity to present our thinking on 
New Careers to your readers. 

New Careers are intended predominantly for human 
services because all economic trends show a shrinking job 
market in the ‘‘old careers’’ into which Mrs. Adams hopes 
to make inroads. In addition, a constantly growing need for 
manpower exists in occupations such as teaching, recrea- 
tion, health, welfare, etc, Although it is certainly a legitimate 
fight to try to break into industrieslong barred to minorities, 
and the Human Rights Commission is daily engaged in just 
this, it makes little sense to put ALL employment efforts 
into struggling to get into construction trades or other blue 
collar fields when opportunities in these areas grow con- 
stantly less. Fight discrimination in these areas by all 
means, but even a major breakthrough in the plumbers, elec- 
tricians, etc. -- especially in an essentially white collar 
town like San Francisco -- will provide only a fraction of the 
jobs needed for the thousands of unemployed in the city. 
On the other hand, thousands of jobs go unfilled because pro- 
fessionals are hard to find and countless new jobs are poten- 
tially possible if new services (e.g., Medicare or more pre- 
school classes) are fully developed. Here we’re talking about 
JOB CREATION, not just equal opportunity in job TURNOVER, 

New Careers is a program to link together the un- 
employed with the REAL manpower shortages in the com- 
munity. The professional manpower shortage can be eased 
if the many non-professional tasks done by professionals 
which need little skill or experience are assigned to aides. 
Many NEW services would reach poor people if the agencies 
had employees from among the poor themselves. One thous- 
and teacher aides would not only take 1,000 families out of 
poverty, but could make a dramatic change in the learning 
of thousands of poor children making little progress in the 
schools. Another 1,000 aides in the Health Department 
would not only take another 1,000 families out of poverty 
but could help health services reach thousands of poor 
people who never go near a doctor or dentist. 

The need exists for these kinds of workers. There is 
no equivalent need for thousands of plumbers, although we 
strongly support extending what opportunities do exist to 
minority workers. 

A New Careers program includes provision for educa- 
tion and training on the job so that someone in an entry 
level position can hope for regular advancement. With on- 
going experience, built-in education, and gradually increasing 
responsibilities, a motivated non-professional can hope for 
advancement all the way to the professional credential. 
That’s why we disagree that a sub-professional is a fancy 
word for a menial job. The entry level job itself is meaningful 
and useful, but in addition, the opportunity to MOVE UP is 
an ESSENTIAL ingredient of a New Careers program. 

We agree with Miss Adams that salaries projected for 
entry jobs in the human service fields don’t shape up with 
plumbers’ wages. But then neither do teachers’ wages or 
nurses’ wages. We hope Miss Adams will join with us in 
the fight to establish these new thousands of jobs, and then 
continue the fight to get decent wages for workers in these 
fields. 

Representatives from our committee would be happy to 
come out and speak to people in the Hunters Point commun- 
ity. We want your help in getting a program underway for 
5,000 new career jobs in San Francisco.

Anti-Pov. Credibility Gap | 


Administration sources denied to newsmen at a recent 
conference in Washington that the ‘‘stuff’’ about the presi- 
dent not fighting for the poverty program is “just hogwasy. 
Nobody fights harder for it than the president.’” 

We have also been assured from time to time that both 
the President’s and Sargent Shriver’s heart is in just the 
right place when it comes to the poor. Yet on the other hand 
the performance of the OEO speaks for itself. If the admin- 
istration had really wanted to they could have fought with 
success against the present cuts in the War On Poverty 
programs put through Congress. 

On many occasions good programs have gone the way 
of political expediency. Only once in a while, such as with 
one program in Mississippi, which was given national 
attention, has the OEO gone so far as to save a meaningful 
program despite local political pressures. In the main the 
OEO’s regional representation defaults any assumed re- 
sponsibility with the local poor. Meaning that they appear 
only to answer to higher political pressures. Giving evi- 
dence to the often heard charge that of all Johnson’s Great 
Society programs the War On Poverty is the most devisive 
and compromising of them all, , 

CALIFORNIA COMMUNITY DEVELOPMENT 

The most recent victim to be considered in this fight 
between Washington and the poor is the California Center 
for Community Development. Andrew Kopkind in the NEW 
REPUBLIC points out very graphically what happens to a 
successful program. 

““The best example of the current season is drawn from 
the fight of the California Center for Community Develop- 
ment to get its smallish OEO grant refunded. For a year, 
the CCCD has been running a statewide training and com- 
munity organizing program in the central valleys. Pre- 
dictably, it has run afoul of the dominant political powers: 
specifically, Democratic congressman B, F. Sisk of Fresno 
and John McFall of Modesto. The $246,000 grant runs out 
this month, and the two congressmen are pressuring Sargent 
Shriver to cut CCCD off without a penny. They may have the 
leverage to do it.” 

Pressure is being put on Shriver by the congressmen 


in turn for their support of the entire poverty program. 


As the history of CCCD goes: ‘‘The organization de- 
veloped out of a symposium on community development 
held in 1963; among the speakers was Saul Alinsky, whose 
methods of organizing the poor in militant action groups 
obviously excited the participants. By the time the CCCD 
was formed and began its first work in mid-1965, Alinsky- 
ism had become mixed with other strains of activist 
philosophy... d 

“By the end of 1965, most of the action in rural Cali- 
fornia was centered at Delano, where Cesar Chavez’s farm 
workers’ union was striking against the grape ranchers. 
The major poverty problem in the valley was the condition 
of farm labor; the union was the first break in the political 
and economic cycle which had kept farm workers cut off 
from taking part in the affairs of their communities, CCCD 
was naturally drawn to the Delano experience. There was an 
interchange of staff between the strike and CCCD, and 
project directors felt they had to relate their activities to 
the unionizing efforts. “‘We’re working with farm workers,” 
Executive Director Ed Dutton explained last week. “It’s 
central to the job of helping people break out of poverty to 
get them a decent wage. They ask us to help them get 
more money. We can’t say ‘No, we can’t help you with 
a union’.’’ 

This is the point where the program ran up against local 
political pressure that wanted no part in either unioniza- 
tion of farm labor or any change in the present community 
organization. In the minds of Congressman Sisk for one, 
any such activity which tends to either support the union’s 
cause or meaningfully involve the poor community in or- 
ganization of their localities cannot be tolerated. Otherwise, 
as long as the program is of any success, it is in danger 
of losing its OEO grant, because the ‘powers that be’ in 
these rural communities have reasonable evidence for fearing 
any organization by the poor that would break their despotic 
stronghold over them. i 

TRAINING AND POLITICAL PROBLEMS 

‘In the course of the year, CCCD put 40 trainees 
through its school at Morgan Hill, and sent them back to. 
their own communities to organize poor people for whatever 
activities seemed appropriate. It was a kind of grass-roots 
VISTA; instead of spreading young middle-class students 
out among the poor for a year of good works, CCCD pro- 


.vided ‘technical assistance’ for poor people of all ages to 


become active in their own localities... 

“Back ‘in the field’...the trainees worked with CCCD 
staff to organize welfare recipients, start cooperatives, form 
tenants’ councils, and fight for ‘participation of the poor’ 
on anti-poverty boards, At such points, CCCD ran into 
political problems again. There was a running feud between 
a CCCD project in Modesto and Congressman MeFall’s 
friends on the official political commissions. McFall was 
particularly upset by a sit-in at the local welfare office...” 

McFall is later reported as having used his full political 
power to shut up the CCCD in one area and especially during 
the election. A most blatent misuse of his office for personal 


political means. 

It’s obvious that neither California Congressman has 
any intention of letting the CCCD continue, their success is

of how the poverty programs are too politically vulnerable 
on the one hand and to the fact that nobody in so-called 
authority really wants to spend money on a program, local 
or national, that is really meaningful, 

It’s almost too truthful to conclude that in reality those 
in control of our society today, though not of a closed mind 
concerning the problems of the poor, are willing only to 
cooperate in those solutions which are not really solutions 
but only give lip service to the problem, It’s not just that 
/we have too many persons who are in office and not qualified 
to really SOLVE problems, but that there is no real intent 
on solving anything. That is, it is more profitable from all 


_ standpoints to merely sustain the raw sores of our society 


for a variety of reasons.

In its report to readers on Negro History Week, the 
National Guardian gave the following address to white 


Americans: 


*¢The concept of Black Power is not a threat to anyone 
who believes in the principle of equality of opportunity in 
a democratic system. It is notamove to separatism, although 
it has been wrongly interpreted thus by most white persons 
and some black persons. To put it positively it is a drive 
for a proper assertion of control by black persons over 
their own destiny--politically, economically, and psycho- 
logically.

UC Adviser For Blacks 


“Last August Gene Orro started 
to gather names of potential UC 
candidates from Hunters Point’s 
student population. 

His, goal was to get them ad- 
mitted under UC’s ‘‘two per cent 
minority” regulation. . 

Twelve names were submitted to 
William Sommerville, a white man 
in charge of Cal’s special Edu- 
cational Opportunity Program. 

The program ostensibly aims 
at increasing the number of low- 
income minorities on the Ber- 
keley campus (256 of 27,000 stu- 
dents at Cal are black), 

*‘None of the students were per- 
sonally interviewed,’’ noted Mrs. 
Barbara Thompson, Hunters Point 
EOC Program Director. 

‘Neither Mr. Sommerville, nor 
any member of his staff, ever 
made a visit to Hunters Point,’’ 
she added. 

In addition ‘misleading and 
superficial treatment’? by Som- 
merville perpetuated the students’ 
feelings that they were still being 
favorably considered for ad- 
mission. 


Finally, one learned of his 


acceptance three weeks before the 


start of the winter quarter, An- 
other is slated to enter in March. 

Initial contacts with UC led the 
Hunters Point group to believe 
entrance to Berkeley would be 
relatively easy because the Uni- 
versity wanted to increase its 
minority population. 

Once learning of the possibility 
to enter Berkeley, the students 
changed their other plans: they 
stayed out of other semester col- 
leges; took an evening English 
class with Gene Oro; and took 
other steps to prepare themselves 
for the UC curriculum. 

The frustrations of being put 
off on phone contacts with Som- 
merville, and the ‘‘apparently ar- 
bitrary nature of selection’’ ired 
Mrs. Thompson to such a degree 


that she fired off a letter to Dean 
Babcock, chairman of UC admis- 
sions, and questioned the Uni- 
versity’s commitment to the Ed- 
ucational Opportunity Program. 

The last straw had been the 
dean’s act-of assigning a grad 
student to act as liason between 
uc and Hunters Point and thus 
fulfilling the grad student’s 15- 
hour per week work-study pro- 
gram. : 

A meeting of the Hunters Point 
Educational Committee with Som- 
merville and Admissions Dean Le- 
roy Kerth had led the Committee 
to believe that their request for 
a full-time, black staff member 
to be hired wold be honored. 

‘One question ... deals with 
Mr. Sommerville’s ethics, ‘Mrs, 
Thompson wrote. ‘This relates 
not only to the assignment of 
a graduate student, which we 
specifically said was contrary to 
our wishes, but it also relates 
to the techniques of making the 
assignment before we had fur- 
ther discussions,’’ 

During the January 13 meeting 
with Sommerville and Kerth, the 
HP Education Committee recom- 
mended adoption of two proposals 
to the University to resolve the 
problems of potential applicant 
Selection, lack of communication 
between applicant and UC, lack 
of a definite Educational Oppor- 
tunity Program procedure, and 
lack of recruitment efforts in 
Hunters Point. 

The proposals were: (1) accep- 
tance and full recognition of the 
Community Advisory Committee 
on Admissions (to be established 
by the Hunters Point Education 
Committee); (2) hiring a black for 
the full-time job of implementing 
the theory of UC’s Educational 
Opportunity Program. 

Mrs. Thompscn’s letter was 
dated January 20. To date she

Dear Mrs. Williams: 
When is the safe period, please? 
R.H. 
Dear R.H.: 

If, by your letter, you want me to tell you exactly when 
YOUR safe period is, I shall have to tell you that that is an 
impossible thing for me to do, When you use the words ‘‘Safe 
Period’? you mean those days of the month between mens- 
trual periods when a woman is supposed to be safe against 
pregnancy. They are supposed to be safe because there is no 
egg (or ovum as it is called) in that part of the body where it 
can be fertilized by sperm from the male. If it cannot be 
fertilized it cannot make you pregnant. 

But the problem is that our bodies do not always act 
the same way, month after month, It is very difficult to 
figure out just when the safe period comes and must be 
studied for several months by a doctor before even he can 
be sure, It is a very complicated study and my advice to most 
women would be to find a method of birth control that you 
like and rely on it, The safe period should be used only if 
religious reasons make a person unwilling to use the usual 
methods, 


Dear Mrs. Williams; 

I heard if a girl is pregnant she can’t ever go back to 
school. Now, Mrs. Williams, I don’t think that’s fair. Boys 
go to school, trouble or not, So why can’t a girl?

Dear Elsie: 

Have you heard about the Special Service Center at the 
Milton Meyer Recreation Center? It is at 195 Kiska Road 
and is especially for pregnant girls, Who are in Junior High 
or High School. There are school classes there two days a 
week so that after your baby comes you won’t be behind 
your class, When you return to school. 

There are other ways in which these special classes 
can help you, too, helping you to have a healthy pregnancy 
so that your baby will be born strong and well, and helping 
you to plan about your going to a hospital and about the care 
of the baby afterward,

The California Federation 
of the Poor and three welfare 
rights organizations in Rich- 
mond are asking all domestic 
workers to join with them in 
helping to get the better wages, 
working conditions and work- 
ing hours they may be en- 
titled to. 

The group points out that one 
of the ten divisions of the De- 
partment of Industrial Rela- 
tions is the Division of Indus- 
trial Welfare. This divisionis 
especially concerned with the 
administration and enforce- 
ment of the laws and regula- 
tions which protect the health 
and welfare of women and 
minor children who are wage 
earners in California. 

All employed women and 
minor children are NOW COV-
